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Editerial Notes 

Readers may have noticed that the name of W. Hayward 
Rogers is no longer on the ''masthead."' This is in keep- 
ing with an agreement made with him waen the journal 
began. The agreement was that he would helpus get the 
journal started and then move on to other activities. He 
has done that, and the Editor wishes to express his great 
appreciation for the tremendous help of Mr. Rogers 
in launching the journal. He is still associated with the 
Editor but in work not connected with the journal. 

Readers may also have noticed that the journal has 
been getting larger. It was our original plan to publish 
16 articles a month, but in recent months we have had 
20 articles an issue, and in this last number of the 
first volume we have 29. Our rate of receipt of accepta- 
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ble articles--our rejection rate has been increasing-- 
is at present about 30 articles a month. On the assump- 
tion that this will continue, we plan to publish twice 
each month in 1965, bringing out issues on the lst 
and 15th of the month. Eventually the increased size of 
the journal will require us to revise our subscription 
rates, but until we have had more experience on which 
to project future volume, we are keeping our rates 
unchanged. 

One other fact readers may have noticed is that 
"Information for Authors'' has disappeared from our 
back inside cover. For this move, there are three 
reasons: First, it seemed that once the style of the 
journal was established for all to see, detailed in- 
structions for authors were not necessary. They need 
merely consult a recent issue of the journal to determine 
the practices they should follow. Secondly, we have had 
to change our rate structure on reprints, no longer 
giving free reprints and increasing the charges made 
for reprints purchased. Hence, the statement made in 
"Information for Authors'' regarding reprints is no 
longer true. Finally, we were anticipating an economy 
move to take effect in January when we begin twice- 
monthly publication. Then, we will use our regular 
paper stock, which is quite sturdy, for cover and confine 
cover material to the front two pages, leaving the last 
two pages available for the publication of an article 
rather than using them for cover material. This move 
should make the journal no less useful, and it will 
save several hundred dollars a year. 

As we have said before, we invite comments, sugges- 
tions, and criticisms about any of our publishing 
practices. 
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
